‘ HOW TO GET THE MONEY 
The telegraph correspondence between the 
’ provincial Minister of agriculture and the federal 
Minister has been tabled in the legislature. This 
seems to show that the provincial Minister over- 
looked a few possible contingencies last Septem- 
ber when he submitted the agreement under 
which the province sought to get federal help to 
meet relief costs in the dry belt. These unfore- 
seen demands having arisen, Ottawa—which is 
rather particular in such matters—refuses to 
go outside the regulations and run the gauntlet 
of criticism for doing more than it agreed to do. 
The Auditor General is still on the job there.

SAFETY FIRST 


anada Airlines’ scheduled mail! flights 
acl estern Canada got away to a discourag- 
ing start. Discouraging in the sense that the 
carefully prepared plan to 1 ch the service on 
Tuesday went wrong. The east-bound plane 
was turned back } r it left Vane 
couver. The west ne, delayed by ad- 
verse weather, got no farther than Lethbridge. 


Disappointing as this may be, it is no worse 
than disappointing. No person was killed and 
no one injured; that is the important point. Con- 
xratulat are due pilots and officials for 
knowing when the safety line had been reached, 
and for having courage enough to abandon the 


ions the 


undertaking when weather conditions were 
encountered which made flying extremely 
hazardous. 


It is to be hoped that in operating the new 
service safety will always be given precedence 
over schedules. Nobody's mail is so important 
that other people's lives should be risked to de- 
liver ita day sooner than it could arrive by 
train. Passengers and pilots are of more value 
than bags of letters. And in the long run a record 
clear of accidents will be of more worth to the 
Airlines than a reputation for sacrificing every- 
thing to speed. 

A great steamship company built a worlde 
wide reputation, and a world-wide transportae 
tion business, because its standing order to 
every captain was, “Never mind the schedule 
when conditions are bad; bring your ship into 
port.” The Airlines will prosper and will de- 
service to prosper, if that is made its operating 
motto, 


THOSE INDEMNITIES 

The legislature finally decided to restore full 
sesonal indemnities to all the members except 
members of the cabinet. The somewhat curious 
vesull is that the Ministers are to get less for 
attending a session than private members get, 
while carrying many times the responsibility 
and doing several mes as much work. The dis- 
crimination may not be financially important to 
the Ministers, but it looks odd. It would amount 
to the same thing in terms of money saved, and 
remove the anomaly, to give them the full ses- 
@ional indemnity and cut their salaries by an 
amount equal t. the increases. 

Mr, O'Connor got little support for his pro- 


ties and a 25 per cent cut in ministerial salarics. 
In fact only eight members voted for the plan 
and 44 voted against it. A vote of the public, 
it is to be suspected, would show something like 
the reverse ratio. Not that the public attach 
any superstitious value to a balanced budget in 
times of distress, but because budgets have to 
be balanced sometime, and the present one is 
near enough balance that a little pruning could 
make up the difference. 

The over-all deficit for the coming year is 
estimated at $1,567,571. But $700,000 is to be 
paid out to redeem savings certificates. The 
actu#] increase in the provincial debt is thus 
calculated to be only $867,571. From a total 
spending program of twenty million dollars it 
should be possible to clip off items here and 
there to save this relatively small sum, without 
working hardship to any person or seriously 
hampering any public service. 

If that were done, the financial result, the 
reaction upon the public, and the effect upon the 
credit of the province, would be far more im- 
portant than anything to be gained by chiselling 
the sessional indemnities of the Ministers while 
paying full indemnities to private members of 
the legislature. 

The first result of Austria’s “appeasement” 
of Hitler looks like civil war. 


Former Attorney General Hugill says Social 
Credit is a “will o’ the wisp.” Since he got 
elected by preaching the doctrine in 1935, and 
held a place in the Social Credit Government 
until he was asked to resign, the question is 
whether this is more a condemnation of the doc- 
trine or of Mr. Hugill. 

Here and there are signs that a crime of 
violence is still considered to be a crime; not a 
mere misdemeanor which is adequately atoned 
for if the perpetrator spends a few weeks in jail 
or pays a fine. At a prison in London a young 
thug was flogged for having savagely beaten a 


jeweller whom he and his gang were in the act 


of robbing. The same day in Baltimore the cat- 
o’-nine tails was administered to a brute who 
had “beaten his wife to a pulp.” 

Montreal women will be allowed to vote in 
civie elections—if the provincia! legislature gives 
consent. The “if” is important, since women 
have not the provincial franchise in that prov- 
ince. If Montreal women are allowed to vote 
for members of the city council, it will be some- 
what more difficult to continue to deny women 
in all parts of the province the right to vote for 
members of the legislature. That is, if they want 
this right—of which evidence has not been very 
plentiful 


Ninety nine members of the British House 
of Commons voted disapproval of the appoint- 
ment of Lord Halifax to succeed Anthony Eden. 
Not because they considered him unfitted for the 
post, but because he sits in the House of Lords 
and will not therefore be avairable when the 
Commoners want information as to how he is 
getting on persuading the dictators to respect 
their undertakings and observe international 
law. Perhaps that is one reason why the new 
foreign secretary was chosen. Mr. Chamber- 
lain may think the less that is heard on the 
subject for a while the better.

WHAT LIES AHEAD? 

A new program lies ahead for Europe— 
perhaps for the world. Collective security on 
League of Nations principles seems to have been 
put aside and Britain seeks amity with Italy as 
the first step towards a four-power compromise 
to secure peace. ° 

The swift developments of the week-end find 
the world upset and disturbed. The future lies 
in the shadow of a question mark. The British 
government, with two votes of confidence pass- 
ed by Conservatives in the upper and lower 
houses seems assured of weathering the storm. 
There is little chance that want of confidence 
motions proposed by the opposition benches will 
have any effect. 

What vote of confidence the British public 
will give, however, remains to be seen. Sorne 
observers believe that Mr. Eden will not permit 
his differences with the prime minister to re- 
sult in a dangerous election in which the issue 
would really be whether or not Britain was to 
be friendly to Germany and Italy.—Halifax 
Chronicle. 


ONTARIO’S GOOD FORTUNE 


Ontario's credit is at the highest point since 
the opening of this century and its finances are 
in a very sound condition, according to the 
Speech from the Throne at the opening of the 
legislature. Ontario is in a happier position than 
any other of the provinces—well able to main- 
tain its services and better able to deal with un- 
employment than any other part of the country. 

But it has 34 insolvent municipalities with 
obligations totalling more than 100 million dol- 
lars. The re-organization of their debts is under 
way. 

The government's program includes complete 
revision of the curriculums of elementary and 
secondary schools, compulsory pasteurization of 
milk, and additional hospital accommodation 
for mental cases. Ontario is dealing with some 
of the same problems as Manitoba. And it is 
awaiting “with keen interest” the national un- 
employment insurance measure, as are most of 
the other provinces.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


“TRUCKLING TO DICTATOKS” 
From the Montreal Witness 

Mr. Eden's resignation from the British 
Cabinet marks the capitulation of Premier 
Chemberlain and the Government to that small 
but extremely powerful section of opinion within 
and without the British Cabinet that looks for 
an accord with the dictators. For the time 
being at least—until the present British Govern- 
ment is ejected from office—all the laborious 
efforts to restore the collective security system 
as an alternative to ever increasing burden of 
armaments go by the board. Democracy has 
again knuckled under before the loud-voiced 
brutality of dictatorship which has not half the 
strength that is at the disposal of the democracies 
The policies of retreat before the mailed fist that 
admittedly have proved so unsuccessful hither- 
to are to be continued and intensified under 
the strange delusion that thereby appeasement 
of Europe will be attained. Those policies are 
now seen to have been wrong when applied to 
Manchuria, Rhineland, Ethiopia and Spain. By 
what reasoning can they be held to be advis- 
able now? 

The decision to open negotiations at once 
with Italy was evidently taken in a hurry and 
in a panic. Short-sighted calculation has taken 
the place of the long view. Britain is now pay- 
ing heavily, as Canada and the United States 
have already done, for the privilege of having 
a businessman's government. Mr. Chamberlain 
has brought to his high post the spirit of the 
Birmingham maker of idols for African sav- 
ages, rather than the vision of the statesman 
and the architect of a better world. Is it ever 
good business to pay off blackmailers’ 

The Chamberlain government is powerfully 
entrenched, Its immediate fall is far from prob- 
able. Nevertheless the revelation of deteriora- 
tion in foreign policy represented by the de- 


parture of the one man in the Cabinet who 
retained a measure of the confidence of 
believers in collective security is a terrific 


shock to the Government. To the extent that 
the Government is working for peace, it will 
have the endorsement of the majority of the 
electorate. But the constant truckling to dic- 
tators, even after they have revealed the 
Villainies they are contemplating, will win little 
favor, unless the British temper has changed 
greatly since an aroused nation forced the 
Hoare-Lava! dea! to seli out Ethiopia. Peace is 
not to be kept by retreating before the scowls 
of bullies. There is good ground for believing 
that Mr. Eden's departure was determined 
upon in advance as a sop to Mussolini. That 
there was dirty work afoot is already evident 
in the admission in the House of Commons that 
the condition insisted on by Mr. Eden as a pre- 
liminary to resumption of talks with Italy had 
already been agreed to. This was a pledge of 
Italian withdrawal of soldiers from Spain. It 
was made to Mr, Chamberlain by the Italian 
Ambassador and must dishonorably not com-

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Your Health

Much harm may be done by the practice of 
adding a rich dessert to a meal already adequate 
as this is productive of digestive difficulty. 
Those who usually pay the most attention ‘to 
the dessert problem are those seeking to reduce 
and these patients often complain bitterly be- 
cause they must omit the usual dessert after the 
dinner meal in the evening. However, I believe 
that everyone interested in good health might 
benefit from studying the dessert question. 
There are several desserts which are both at- 
tractive and wholesome. In today’s article I 
will therefore discuss some of the desserts which 
may be used with benefit by the average person 
in good health. 
Ice cream is more of a favorite in the sum- 
mer than in the winter, but dietetically speaking 
it provides an excellent winter dessert. Due to 


the butter fat contained in the cream, this des- 


sert is a good “fuel food” and its use in modera- 
tion during colder weather will help you to keep 
warm. The first reaction after tasting it is one 
of coolness but as the food substance which it 
provides are burned in the body, the final re- 
action is one of heat. 


The food value of ice cream is very high and 
it should at all times be considered more in the 
nature of a real food than as a delicacy, Many 
of the refined foods are lacking in calcium, but 
ice cream provides a good supply of this mineral 
which is of value to the bones and teeth. 

When using ice cream with the ordinary meal, 
it is wise to serve only small portions because 
of its high food value; but if ice cream is made 
the principal part of the meal, it is all right to use 
as much as half a pint at a time. You will find 
that adding a scoop of vanilla ice cream to a 
baked apple will provide you with something a 
little different in the way of dessert. 

Stewed fruits also make an excellent dessert. 
Stewed applesauce, prunes, or the stewed dried 
apricots or peaches will be welcomed by the 
family at the end of the meal. Canned fruits, 
such,as peaches, apricots and pineapple are also 
good. Try these after a protein meal in which 
meat such as steak is served, but for the best re- 
Sults do not add starches to the same meal. 

Use a smal] serving of custard as a dessert or 
use @ larger serving and make it the protein 
part of the meal. Sherbets or ices may be taken 
occasionally and have an agreeable taste. 

Gelatin desserts are among those which are 
pleasing and healthful You may buy mixtures 
of gelatin already flavored, or if you prefer, you 
may buy the unflavored gelatin and flavor it to 
suit yourself. Add a dash of whipped cream to 
a dash of gelatin and you will have a wholesome 
dessert with a festive air. 

Use some of these simple desserts for your 
daily menus and save the richer ones which are 
more difficult to digest for special holiday feasts. 
You may be sure you have chosen the right 
dessert from the digestive standpoint when you 
are able to fee] comfortable after eating it. When 
you feel stuffy and too full, change to a more 
simple dessert next time. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Thelma S. writes: “What do 
you think of the sea foods, especially lobster?” 

ANSWER: It is my opinion that when lobster 
meat is used fresh and fresh boiled, it is a.health- 
ful protein; however, I do ndt particularly re- 
commend combining it with cheese. Lobster con- 
tains from 17 per cent to 19 per cent protein. 
Canned lobster, crab and shrimp are also whole- 
some. Most people find such sea foods a valu- 
able addition io the diet and such foods are 
naturally a good source of food iodine. Combine 
these foods with the non-starchy vegetables, or 
use the sea foods in salads. 

QUESTION—Mr. Arthur D. inquires: “Could 
you tell me what is the matter with me? I am 
blue and depressed, have a dull ache over the 
lower abdomen, have difficulty finding foods that 
agree with me, and am bothered with nervous 
symptoms. Part of the time I am troubled with 
constipation although at other times the move- 
ments are watery and contain mucus. It seems 
as though I can not seem to take my attention 
away from my sickness. I am continually aware 
of the fact that I do not fee] well. I notice that 
if I eat fruit skin, or salads, that the soreness 
through the abdomen is increased.” 

ANSWER: It is impossible for me to attempt 
a diagnosis without first examining you. How- 
ever, your symptoms indicate that your trouble 
is probably colitis. The best advice I can give 
you is to go to a doctor for an examination. The 
treatment must necessarily depend upon what 
disorder is actually present. While colitis can 
be overcome, recovery is likely to be gradual and 
the patient must be willing to follow directions 
for as long as is necessary to return to complete 
good health. Due to the fact that colitis is appar- 
ently increasing, it is now being called “The 
Great American Disease,” which title was form- 
erly given to neurasthenia.

More important perhaps than even the 
domestic reprecussions in Britain will be the 
damaging effects upon opinion in the United 
States of Mr. Chamberlain's wanton and cynical 
overture to Italy. Sheer compulsion of events 
has steadily been sapping the isolationist and 
pacifist sentiment of great sections of the 
United States. The old distrust of Britain ap- 
pears to be diminishing. Re-entry of the United 
States into the international arena would most 
certainly involve some measure of joint or 
parallel action with Great Britain. But the 
Chamberlain procedure is likely to cause 
further withdrawal of Uncle Sam into his 
hermit’s cave and to strengthen the hands of 
those Americans who clamor for consistent re- 
fusal to intervene in world iffairs. The effect 
of Chamberlain's move are comparable to those 
that followed the Hoare-Lava! treachery, when 
the United States, which had been cautiously 
considering participation in sanctions against 
Italy, abruptly withdrew from the stage. 

The greatest condemnation of Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s policy is that the resignation of Mr, 
Eden, which that policy led to, is hailed with 
joy in Berlin and Rome. Anything political 
that creates jubilation in those quarters is a 
bad thing fur the world.

Change in Policy Would 
Mean Increased Income , 
Tax Minister States 


OTTAWA, March 3—it would 
cost the Dominion treasary $100,- 
000.000 a year to assume the fell 
cost of relief in Camada Hon. 
Norman Rogers, labor minister, 
told the House of Commons Wed- 
nesday. The present federal share 
is $30,000.000. 

The labor minister opposed a 
resolution of T. L, Church 
Toronto-Broadview) urging the Do- 
Minion relieve the. municipalities 
and provinces of relief costs. He 
said the change in policy could 
mean one of two things—an in- 
creased income tax or an increased 
sales tax, both at high levels now. 

For the second day jn a row, re- 
lief costs and administration occu- 
pied the centre of the parliament- 
ary stage. The Church resolution 


was talked out by a long series of | 


government and apposition speak- 
ers during the short sitting today. 
TWO REASONS 

The plight of municipalities who 
were being forced to the wall by 
relief costs and the smal] home- 
owner faced with tax eviction, was 
held up to the government as two 
pertinent reasons why it should as- 
sume ful] relief costs. 

This was not the time to make a 
change, Mr. Rogers stated. The 
whole question of relief and social 
legislation was bound up in con- 
stitut reform which would be 
accomplished presently 
J. S. Woodeworth, C.C_F. leader 
interjected fireworks into the de- 
bate when he accv:od the govern- 
ment of adopting the “hush-hush” 
on most topics and of con- 

ction and delay. The gov- 
ernment’s majority in parliament 
Was being used to throttle debate 
and endanger democracy, 

SAVING REPUTATION 

Whenever a private member in- 
troduced a resolution on a national 
problem, the government adopted 
parliamentary tactics to talk it out 
he charged. This was a danger & 
democracy and reduced parliament 
to a nonentity 
government 
unemployment and was con- 
cerned only in saving its own repu- 


tation. 


In proposing his resolution, Mr.
